Dear Sir: 

In the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed September 12, 2005, 
the Examiner has required restriction between: 

Group I - claims 1-12, 20-29 and 34-38, drawn to a polymer, classified in class 526, 
subclass 274; 

Group II - claim 13, drawn to a process of producing a polymer, classified in class 526, 
subclass various; and 

Group III - claims 14-15, and 30, drawn to another process of making a polymer, 
classified in class 526, subclass various. 

In addition, the Examiner has required an election of species pursuant to paragraphs 5 
and 6 on pages 3 and 4 of the restriction requirement. 
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In response to the restriction requirement, applicant hereby elects claims 1-12, 20-29, and 
34-38 for further examination, with traverse. The election is being made with traverse because 
applicant believes that the subject matter of all of the claims is closely related (as shown by the 
fact that all of the claims are classified in one class - class 526). There would be no substantial 
additional burden on the Examiner to examine all of the claims in one application. 

In response to the species election requirement, applicant hereby elects the single 
disclosed species of Example 5 of the present application. Accordingly, for (1) to (5) as 
identified on page 3 of the Office Action, the elected species are: 

(1) Formula I; 

(2) P = Polyglycidol backbone; 

(3) A = thiol derivatized imido-bis-methylene phosphonic acid + maleic acid anhydride; 

(4) F = OH; 

(5) (U)oi = nothing (i.e., 01-0).
